Wherefore, whoſcever ſhall. eat 
this bread, and drink this - of 
the Lord unworthily, ſhall be 
guilt of the body and blood of 
the Lord, But let a man eXa- 
mine himſelf, and ſo let him eat 
of that bread, and drink of that 
cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himſelt, 
not diſcerning the Lord's body, 
For this cauſe many are weak 
and fickly among you, and 


many ſleep. For if we would 


judge ourſelves, we ſhould not 


judged. But when we are 


Judged, we are chaſtened of the 
Lord, that we ſhould not be 
condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one tor another, And if any man 
hunger, let him eat at home; 
that ye come not together unto 
condemnation, And the reſt will 
} ſet in order when I come.
